Committee seeks 
political sign ban 


Political signs, which bloom bi- 
annually in July in all sizes, shapes 
and colors in yards and fields 
throughout the City of Romulus, 
may become a thing of the past. 

A resolution submitted by the 
Romulus Beautification Committee 
to the City Council last week calls for 
the repeal of a city ordinance 
allowing political advertisements. 

Tlie resolution, which was passed 
unanimously by the Beautification 
Committee, cites scenic disruption 
to the community, litter produced, 
cleanup costs, prohibitive costs to 
candidates, and the “ill will 
engendered between neighbors" as 
reasons for its decision. 

The committee, which was ap- 
pointed over a year ago by Mayor 
William M. Oakley, also cited their 


bylaws which recommended 
"pursuing programs designed to 
enhance the aesthetic quality and 
harmonious atmosphere throughout 
the city,” as further reasons for the 
resolution. 

Mayor Oakley said in presenting 
the resolution to council, "I believe 
that this addresses an issue of 
sufficient merit to warrant your 
attention and comments and should 
be forwarded to the city attorney, 
Chuck Lowther, for his review.” 

The council heard a preliminary 
opinion and then voted to follow the 
mayor s recommendation and refer 
the matter to the attorney who will 
report back at the next meeting.

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'Major effort to unseat Oakley'

Terming his campaign a “major 
effort to unseal Mayor Oakley”, Mel 
Morgan, wMil-known Romulus 
businessman and developer, has 
filed for the office of mayor. 

A lifetime resident of the city, 
Morgan, 46, joins five other can- 
didates who filed last week for 
nomination iq, the mayor's primary 
race next Sept. 10. 

He charged, “The mayor doesn’t 
know where we've been, where 
we’re at, or where we’re going.” 

Claiming that Romulus is “in a 
state of stagnation”, Morgan said 
Oakley has no definite objectives 
designed to push the city forward. 

“One of my goals will be to have a 
real open door to the mayor’s office 
for residents of the community. In 
conjunction with that policy, I would 
have all departments in city hall 
open until 8 p.m one night every 
week so citizens can conveniently 
take care of their business with the 
city,” he explained 

Morgan said he subscribed to the 
recent call by the Roman for a stop 


to low-level dirty campaigning 
which earned Romulus the name of 
“The Cuckoo’s Nest”. He said he 
irtJends to run a campaign based on 
issues and not personalities. 

Morgan said he will announce his 
platform and campaign issues soon. 
A kickoff rally to get his campaign 
off the ground will be held Friday, 
June 29, at Progressive Hall from 
7:30 p.m. to 1 a.m., he said. Last 
Wednesday, 86 supporters attended 
his announcement meeting, in- 
cluding ex-elected officials and 
business people. 

Active in community and civic 
affairs for many years, he served as 
co-chairman of the local fight 
against reassessment of personal 
property in Romulus last year. In 
1970, he waged the successful battle 
to have Romulus become a city. 

Over the years, Morgan has 
supported the Romulus Little 
League and Romulus Softball 
Association. He served as chairman 
of the Light the Way Committee 
which worked to install the first 
lighted baseball diamond in the city. 

Morgan’s other activities include: 
former member of Romulus 


Jaycees, former member of 
Romulus Rotary Club, member of 
the I5th District Democrat Party, 
and a member of the Crisis Club, an 
organization that assists widows of 
deceased Detroit policemen. 

From 1960-62 and 1962-64, Morgan 
served two terms in the elected 
position of city constable. 

Morgan currently serves as 
secretary of the Wayne County 
Building ‘Authority, which is en- 
trusted with handling millions of 
dollars in bonding for construction of 
institutional and governmental 
buildings. 

The authority’s most recent 
achievement was arranging for 
bonds to build the completed Walter 
Reuther Health Care Center, a $12 
million facility on the grounds of the 
Wayne County General Hospital. 

By throwing his hat into the tur- 
bulent Romulus political arena, 
Morgan joins five other candidates 
who have taken out filing petitions 
for the office of mayor They are: 
incumbent Mayor William M. 
Oakley; former Mayor James C. 
Stewart; Ed Fall, former city

building director fired by Oakley; 
Ed Rush, prominent city llorist who 
sued the city for an alleged violation 
of the Open Meetings Act by city 
council; and Robert Plank. 


Crucial millage 
decided by few 


A mere 7.9 percent of registered 
voters in the Romulus school district 
last week spoke for the whole when 
they sent the 9-mill renewal sought 
by local public schools down to a 
crashing defeat. 

Termed “crucial” by Sapt. James 
Garfield in maintaining the current 
quality level of education, the 
millage proposal was given the axe 
640-476 by the 1,116 voters who 
turned out for the June 11 school 
election. 

According to information supplied 
by Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, a total 
of 1,132 voters cast votes in the 
school election out of a total of ap- 
proximately 14,300 registered in the 
school district. 

“Naturally, I’m disappointed,” 
said Garfield. “We will have to come 
back with another millage election 
sometime before July 1 of 1980.” 

He explained it would be up to the 
school board to decide exactly when 
the next millage election would take 
place, but guessed it would not be 
before next spring. 

Because Romulus Community 


Schools will not feel the effect of the 
millage defeat financially until after 
theendofthe 1979-80 school year, no 
cuts in the school educational 
program will be made now, Garfield 
said. 

The loss of revenue from the 9-mill 
levy, which amounts to a fourth of 
the total school taxes, will b£gan to 
be noticed with the summer tax 
collection next year, he said. 

School officials and board 
members are hopeful that last 
week’s rejection of the 9-mlll 
renewal will not prove to be a 
repitition of the struggle more than 
a year ago in passing an 8.5-mill 
levy for additional funds Voters 
turned down the proposal five times 
before it was approved on the sixth 
try. 

Garfield commented that 
Romulus schools will be worse off 
should the 9-mill renewal not be 
approved than three years ago when 
the school district was a million 
dollars in the red. Fortunately, the 
passage of the 8.5-mill additional 
levy saved the day, he said.

Bullard dennounces cuts in heating assistance 


A liberal state lawmaker has 
joined the list of Democrats 
denouncing Gov William Milliken’s 
plan to cut off home heating 
allowance for low-income citizens. 
But, unlike other Milliken critics, 
State Hep Perry Bullard of Ann 
Arbor has come up with a way to get 
the money (about $33 million) 
needed to keep the popular program 
alive 

Bullard said a plan to place new 
taxes on oil companies he announced 
several weeks ago will now be 
shifted toward funding the home 
heating program. If fully im- 
plemented, the Bullard plan also 
would provide enough money for an 
alternative energy development 


fund and for a home weatherization 
program 

“The Governor s plan to eliminate 
the home heating assistance 
program comes as a cruel blow to 
many Michigan residents/' Bullard 
said “If this program is not revived, 
thousands of low-income and elderly 
Michigan residents will suffer im- 
measurably in the coming winter 

“I was amazed that Governor 
Milliken ever proposed to eliminate 
these funds. It’s really heartless.” 

Bullard said the bulk of the money 
from his oil tax plan would come 
from an increase in the severance 
tax. This tax, currently set at just 2 
percent, is levied on oil and gas 
producers on the value of their 


product at the actual site of 
production. 

“The current severance tax rate 
of 2 percent is extremely low 
compared with other states and 
with oil company profits Bullard 
said “With the new crisis in the 
home-heating assistance program, 
that rate should be raised to 8 or 10 
percent A 10 percent severance 
rate would bring in about $40 million 
in new revenues,” said the 
Democratic lawmaker, “enough to 
maintain the heating assistance 
program, give a shot in the arm to 
home weatherization, and have 
money left over for solar and wind 
energy projects.”

weatherization programs have been 
noticeably absent in previous years. 
For fiscal year 1980, the Governor’s 
budget includes only $4 million in 
state funds for weatherization.” 

“Energy cost assistance is 
essential, but we cannot continue to 
spend millions to heat energy- 
inefficient homes without putting 
some state commitment toward 
weatherizing those homes,” said 
Bullard. “We find ourselves in the 
embarrassing position of allocating 
close to $38 million in each of the last 
two years for low-income home 
heating relief without spending a 
dime of state funds for 
weatherization. We need an 
aggressive state weatherization 
program, and we need it now'.” 

Bullard pointed out that an in- 
crease in the severance tax would 
have little impact on prices in 
Michigan because so little of the oil 
produced in the state is sold here. 
One feature of his proposal will 
prohibit oil and gas companies from 
passing the tax increases on to 
consumers.

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establishment of a state “windfall 
profits tax”. Such a tax would be 
based on the difference between the 
value of gas and oil today and the 
new gas and oil prices established 
under federal oil and gas price 
deregulation President Carter has 
made a windfall profits tax a cor- 
nerstone of his plan to deregulate oil 
prices, but many Washington ob- 
servers say the tax has little chance 
of passage. 

Bullard said he would like to see a 
windfall tax rate of from 50 to 80 
percent, but said that the exact 
amount of the tax could be adjusted 
to take into consideration any 
federal action, or action on his other 
oil proposals 

The third proposal in Bullard’s oil 
plan would be an increase in the 
royalty rate which the state charges 
to private companies which produce 
gas and oil on public land. The 
current royalty rate is 12,5 percent 
on the value of the gas or oil at the 
wellhead. Bullard, who said the 
present rate has “no logical basis at 
all”, noted that Michigan's current 
royalty rate was established in 
accordance with legislation passed 


in 1909 His proposal would place the 
royalty rate at 25 percent. 

“Our society is experiencing an 
extremely painful transition from a 
time when energy was cheap and 
abundant to a time when energy 
costs are going up and up while 
supplies diminish,” Bullard said. 
“We must recognize that the burden 
of this transition falls most heavily 
upon those who can least afford it — 
the poor, the elderly, and others on 
fixed incomes. We must use the 
revenues that would be created 
under my proposals in order to make 
this difficult transition as fair as 
possible.” 

Bullard said that his oil plan- 
energy-relief package involves three 
separate pieces of legislation that he 
would push as an integrated 
package 

“Obviously,” he said, “the three 
proposals are interdependent. If we 
establish a fairly high windfall 
profits tax, then the increases in 
severance taxes and royalties might 
be kept fairly small. We’ll also have 
to make adjustments for any federal 
action.”

County commissioners disagree 

on solving Hines Park problems

recently joined with other Michigan 
Cancer Foundation volunteers for a 
regional training seminar at 
Wyandotte General Hospital.

Despite the inability of the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners to 
agree on recommendations by the 
Public Safety and Judiciary Com- 
mittee June 7, designed to re- 
establish law and order in Edward 
Hines Park, Richard E. Manning, 
chairman of the board, said the 
“inaction will not inhibit plans by 
the County Sheriff and County Road 
Commission to control the park’s 
rowdyism.” 

Initial feeling among Hines Park 
homeowners attending the board 
meeting was that all efforts to return 
law and order to the park had been 
halted. 

“This is not so,” the chairman re- 
emphasized. 

Plans for the takeover of the road 
commission’s unused Newburgh 
maintenance yard in the park by the 
Sheriff’s Department was given the 
green light June 8 when road 
commission managing director 
Thomas O’Rourke told committee 
members the buildings could be 
used at any time as a mini-station. 
Tliis was one of the panel’s 
recommendations. 

Undersheriff Loren Pittman, 
attending the meeting, under 
questioning by Commissioner Alex 
Pilch of Dearborn, said the station 
would be used to hold park offenders 


for a few hours rather than having 
patrolmen waste time running back 
and forth to the Henry Ruff Road 
Patrol Headquarters in Westland. 

“Each trip,” Pittman said, “takes 
about 2 hours. Now, we can book 
offenders at the sub-station and 
utilize the officers’ time to continue 
patrol duties.” 

Recommendations by the com- 
mittee were the result of two earlier 
public hearings, one in Dearborn 
Heights and one in Northville 
Township, which drew several 
hundred irate park area 
homeowners, 

Two militant groups demanding 
instant relief, People United To Save 
Hines (PUSH) and Rouge River 
Home Owners Association 
(RRHOA), using handbills and 
telephone calls, succeeded in 
packing the two meetings. 


Commissioner Kay Beard of 
Inkster, one of the first county 
commissioners seeking action, said 
she was amazed at the differences 
between meetings. 

“The first,” she said, “was almost 
totally composed of older people, but 
the Northville Township crowd was 
predominantly younger. They (the 
youngsters) said they didn’t want 
their park closed because of the 
actions of some ill-mannered kids 
and promised to help in stopping the 
offenders,” Ms. Beard explained. 

Youthful offenders sentenced by 
local judges to cleaning up Hines 
Park will be placed under court 
jurisdiction, according to O’Rourke. 

“We welcome the additional help 
in cleaning up rubbish and repairing 
vandalism, but we can’t be 
responsible for the rowdies,” he 
said. “We don’t want our crews put 
in the position of having to keep 
them in line. 


District judges have been handir ^ 
out fines for illegal driving a 
parking and have included ja.l 
sentences and park details, Lt. 
Russell Gregory of the Sheriff’s 
Road Patrol said, following one of 
the public hearings. 

Among the other recom- 
mendations to be sent to the board 
meeting were to encourage strict 
enforcement of present state 
drinking laws, change traffic and 
parking patterns as determined by 
the sheriff and road departments, 
request cooperation of park users 
through radio, television and 
newspaper stories, direct the sheriff 
to continue efforts to strictly enforce 
the law, and urge district judges to 
crack down and strictly enforce the 
law on park violators. 

The Public Safety and Judiciary 
Committee added that unless law 
and order in the park could be re- 
established, it would be closed down.

Friends gather to honor HCMA 's Giblin 


During the past weeks friends 
have been stopping by Lower Huron 
Metropark near Belleville to extend 
good wishes to park superitendent 
George H. Giblin, who retired June 9 
after 324 years of service 

While officially he is George 
Henry Giblin, Jr., he is best known 
as just “George Giblin." He started 
at Kensington Metropark on Aug 1, 
1946, and was soon transferred to the 
Belleville area. 

“Lower Huron Metropark" was 
just a dream and a plan back in the 
spring of 1947, when Giblin came 
down to a 400-acre track of farm 
land near Huron River Drive and 
Haggerty Road. He and his small 
work force worked hard at all kinds 
of jobs — just to clear the land of 
brush, fences, dynamite tree stumps 
and reshape the land to park pur- 
poses. 


In these early years. Lower Huron 
had only picnic tables and stoves 
along the Huron River; but in 1958. a 
5-mile stretch of parkway was 
completed and the swimming pool, 
bathhouse and food service unit 
added It was one of the first 
swimming pools available to the 
general public in Western Wayne 
County and one of the first all-steel 
pools in Michigan. 

Later, other facilities were added, 
included the 18-hole Par 3 golf 
course, new' picnic areas, shelters, 
space for baseball or other games, 
shuffleboard courts, a good-sized tot 
lot, nature trails, and for a few 
years, a seasonal nature center. 

Giblin pointed out that “recreation 
often is a family affair.” Parents 
come with children of all ages, tots 
like a sandbox or play areas, others 
w'ant to swim, play golf, shuf- 
fleboard or just enjoy a picnic. 


Ford backs bill on 


synthetic energy 


Congressman William 
D. Ford (D-15th 
District) has intensified 
his efforts to help solve 
the nation’s worsening 
energy crisis. 

Ford this week co- 
sponsored legislation to 
launch the development 
of a synthetic energy 
industry for the United 
States, using such 
abundant resources as 
coal, shale and farm 
products. 

Earlier, Ford had 
introduced a bill to 
mandate the Depart- 
ment of Energy to act as 
the sole purchasing 
agent for all petroleum 
and petroleum products 
imported into the 
country. 

“The rapid rise in 
gasoline and heating oil 
prices, and lengthening 
lines at service stations, 
indicate that we must 
take action now," Ford 
said. “Development of 
synthetic fuel offers one 
effective way to break 
our dependence upon 
the OPEC nations and 
become self-reliant for 
our energy needs." 


Hearings on the 
synthetic fuel bill 
already have been 
scheduled for this 
month by Congressman 
William S. Moorhead, 
chairman of the 
Economic Stabilization 
Subcommittee and 
primary sponsor of the 
bill. 

“Our legislation 
would authorize the 
President to purchase 
up to 500,000 barrels a 
day of synthetic fuel for 
national defense 
needs, ’ * Congressman 
Ford explained. 

This action will 
guarantee a market and 


price levels for syn- 
thetic fuels, and should 
rapidly accelerate the 
development of a 
national industry, the 
Congressman * con- 
tinued. 

“We would ac- 
complish this by 
amending the Defense 
Production Act, and by 
setting the 500,000- 
barrel daily goal by 
1985 This is a relatively 
modest goal, but one 
which w'e can certainly 
achieve. 

“In view of the 
current situation, this 
nation cannot afford to 
wait any longer."

Census Bureau seeks 
temporary employees 


The U.S. Census Bureau has a 
number of temporary jobs open 
during the next few weeks in Wayne 
County to help prepare address lists 
for use during the 1980 census. 

Temporary census workers 
usually will work three to four weeks 
each, and will be paid on a per- 
address collected basis. For an 8- 
hour day, the average worker will 
earn $27 to $30 per day, plus 17 cents 
per mile for any driving done in a 
private vehicle. Applicants for the 
jobs must be 18 years old or over, a 
US. citizen, and pass a written test. 

The work involves driving or 
walking to compile lists of addresses 
of each dwelling unit in designated 
areas of the county. These address 
lists will play a vital role in taking 
the 1980 census. They will be used to 
produce mailing labels for the 
census questionnaires to be sent to 
each househod in America on March 
28, 1980. Then, a few weeks following 


the April 1 Census Day, census of- 
ficials will use the address lists to 
determine which households have 
not returned their completed 
questionnaires. Census takers then 
must be sent to each non-responding 
household to collect the information 
required on the census form. 

The 1979 address collection ac- 
tivity in the county is part of a 
Census Bureau program involving 
35,000 temporary workers nation- 
wide to compile lists containing 
approximately 30 million addresses. 
Another 50 million addresses have 
been purchased from commercial 
mailing list companies. 

The Census Bureau is an equal 
opportunity employer.

I have performed two weddings in 
the last couple of weeks. In each 
case the young couple showed a 
preference for the traditional 
wedding service. This was a change 
from the free-form services that 
newlyweds devised for themselves a 
few* years ago 

Oh. they made some changes that 
startled an older-type person like 
me. In one case the bride and groom 
pledged their troths by saying, “I 
want you as my wife (husband), 
lover and friend.'* 

That “lover” part struck me as a 
little bit sexy, but there really was 
nothing wrong with it. 

When I marry two people, I let 
them arrange the kind of service 
they want. If they find that “Dearly 
beloved, we are gathered here 
together...” is corny, I leave it out. 

If they want me to read things 
from Kahlil Gibran like, “Let there 
be spaces in your togetherness,” I 
will do it. 

As the father of four children, I am 
not surprised by anything the young 
people choose today. 

I must admit, though, that I was 
surprised during one wedding I 
performed. At the rehearsal I asked 
the bride-to-be w hat she was going to 
wear at the wedding. 


“Pm going to wear white,” she 
said I smiled in approval. I was not 
prepared for her to come down the 
aisle in white Levis! But that was 15 
years ago 

Although I favor the traditional, 
formal church wedding, I don’t 
mean to say that another kind of 
ceremony can’t be just as im- 
pressive. 

One ^ the nicest weddings at 
which nave ever officiated took 
place the living room of the 
bride’s ome. All of us (including 
me) sa‘ luring the ceremony. 

It w r as relaxed and comfortable, 
with none of the tension that so often 
accompanies a wedding service. 
Nobody perspired. Nobody’s knees 
shook. 

A few of the people present read a 
poem or some favorite passage of 
theirs f-Mm literature that fit the 
occasioi 

I read I Corinthians 13 from the 
Living E ble, substituting the name 
of the bn ie and groom wherever the 
word “Ic ve” occurs in verses 4 to 6: 
“Bill and Mary do not hold grudges 


and will hardly even notice when the 
other does wrong ” 

There also was some of the 
traditional language of the wedding 
service (“for richer, for poorer, in 
sickness and in health”). 

Anybody who had something to 
say during the course of the 
ceremony felt free to do so There 
was even laughter. 

The phone rang twice while the 
ceremony was taking place. The 
man who answered said simply, 
“We’re having a wedding here. Will 
you call back in 10 minutes?” 

And we went on with what we were 
doing. 

We all found the service moving 
and even reverent. 

Nevertheless, I understand what 
one of my colleagues means when he 
says, “I am tempted to tell brides 
and grooms eager to make up their 
own wedding ceremonies that they 
are running a great risk of making 
an occasion ludicrous that should be 
rich in significance and beauty.” 

He says that he warns young 
people who ask his advice on such 


matters that if they go ahead on 
their own they may look back on 
their wedding with embarrassment 
as they grow older. 

“To a bride and groom living on an 
emotional mountaintop, a poem or a 
piece of music may seem a 
magnificent expression of love To 
those in the pews it may have all the 
catchiness of a TV commercial.” 

He says that he would advise 
couples who are planning their 
wedding to “lean heavily upon 
persons and institutions far more 
experienced than you are in plan- 
ning one of the great events of your 
life.” 

In a way, I agree. Still, I wonder 
whether the risks and dangers are as 
big as he makes them out to be. We 
all look back with some mild — but 


surely not serious — em- 
barrassment at things we wrote long 
ago (“Did I write THAT?”) or we 
laugh, as we leaf through an old 
picture album, at the clothes we 
wore when styles were different 
(“Did I wear THAT?”). 

I 

But such looking back really 
doesn’t cause pain. 

I will tell you what should really be 
embarrassing to us, and that is the 
fact that we take so lightly the vows 
we made on the occasion of our 
wedding (or weddings, as the case 
may be!). 

Whether those promises were 
made in Elizabethan English or 
modern slang is really unimportant. 
It is keeping the promises that 
matters.

The pui pose of the survey is to aid 
SEMCOG and other agencies in the 
development, evaluation and up- 
dating of region-wide and local 
transportation plans, activities and 
needs. The statistical data from the 
survey will also be used in SEM- 
COG’s air quality planning work 

During the survey, traffic sur- 
veyors were stationed at 69 locations 
scattered throughout the seven 
counties of southeast Michigan The 
surveyors noted the number and 
type of vehicle on the road (cars, 
vans, motorcycles, trucks) and the 
number of passengers each carried. 

"SEMCOG transportation plan- 
ners will now take this data, analyze 
it and come up with pertinent in- 
formation that will help us prepare 
better transportation plans with 
particular impact on air quality, 
ridesharing and future road im- 
provements," Michael M. Glusac, 
SEMCOG executive director, ex- 
plained. 

Glusac said SEMCOG has 
significant responsibilities to carry 
out so that the quality of the air in 
Southeast Michigan is brought up to 
federal standards as defined under 
the Clean Air Act and its amend- 
ments. 

"This survey will help us estimate 
the amount of air pollution 
associated with various types of 


vehicles — and where pollution 
problems are most likely to occur." 
Glusac stated "For example, trucks 
have different emission charac- 
teristics than cars. We need this and 
similar information in order to 
develop sound, workable plans to 
improve air quality and trans- 
portation in the region." 

Glusac said SEMCOG was one of 
two agencies in the nation selected 
by the Federal Highway Ad- 


ministration (FHWA) to test a new 
manual that is designed to help 
transportation planning agencies be 
more effective in compiling 
statistical data on traffic The other 
area in the pilot study is Atlanta. Ga 


In Wayne County, survey locations 
included Michigan near Gulley; 
Toledo Road between West Grand 
Boulevard and Clark, Livemois 
between McNichols and Curtis; 


Elmhurst between 14th and Lin- 
wood. Joy Road between Telegraph 
and Outer Drive; Telegraph at 
Hines Drive. Ford Road near 
Telegraph. Outer Drive near Fort 
Street. Pennsylvania between Fort 
and Jefferson, Mer-iman near Joy 
Road; Middle Belt near Cherry Hill; 
Bemis near Sumpter: and Eight 
Mile Road, just east of the overpass 
at Greenfield on the Wayne-Oakland

Time to pick your own 


Strawberry season is once 
again in full swing with the first 
fruit of the season now avilable 
for picking throughout 
southeastern Michigan Pickers 
will once again face a bumper 
crop of large sweet red berries 
due to favorable weather con- 
ditions during the winter and 
spring, says Gerald Draheim, 
Wayne County extension agent 


Berries should be plentiful now 
through mid-July. Most of the 
growers sell by the pound, 
providing containers, while 
others choose to sell by the quart, 


either providing baskets or 
leaving it up to the customer to 
bring his or her own. 

Pickers can phone the 
strawberry hotline (699-2088), 
which serves the Belleville area, 
to determine the best time to 
come. Other growers in 
southeastern Michigan also 
provide a phone service for 
picking times and prices. 

Many of the growers are 
members of the Eastern 
Michigan U-Pick Association and 
will display a sign at the farm 
which tells the customer that 
quality and fair pricing are two of 


the objectives of the ass oca ti on. 
Then, too, they do provide han- 
douts on how to prepare the 
berries for freezing, jams, jellies, 
shortcakes and other uses. 


All county extension offices in 
southeastern Michigan can 
provide information on where to 
pick strawberries and how to 
prepare them for many different 
things. Detroit area residents can 
call the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture at 368-0280 for a copy 
of "Michigan Country Carousel", 
a guide to pick-your-own farms 
and roadside markets.

An agreement will have to be worked out with the Contractor, the Health 
Department and the Residents Brown stated the Health Department would 
do what they can and work with the others. The system would be equal to 
what it was originally.

Aeronautics Board (CAB) which protects charter 
travelers like him 

The sweeping new rule places added importance 
on the contract operators and participants must 
sign before finalizing the arrangements Not only 
must tour operators inform travelers that they are 
signing a contract, but the contract’s language and 
format also must be easy lo read and understand 

The tour operator may collect money for the 
charter only after this contract has been signed. 

Before signing the document, consumers should 
read the agreement carefully and understand its 
terms. It should clearly state: 

— How and when to pay; 

— Dates and times of departure and return; 

— Refund rights; 

— Cancellation options; 

— Ground accommodations; and 


— The bank or surety company which holds the 
operator’s bond 

The new r rule should also sharply reduce charter 
problems such as changes in departure sites, 
substandard accommodations and costly can- 
cellation penaltis — all common complaints. 

Charter participants may cancel and receive a 
full refund under this new' rule if: 

— The destination, departure or return date is 
changed; 

— A hotel other than the one specified in the 
charter contract is booked; or 

— The original price of the charter is increased by 
more than 10 percent 

A charter operator must notify consumers of any 
of these changes within seven days or as soon as the 
operator is aw r are of them. Participants in the 
charter then have seven days to cancel and must 


receive a full refund within a week after can- 
cellation. 

Although the new CAB rules are aimed at making 
charter air travel easier and more reliable for 
consumers, problems may still arise. In those 
situations consumers should contact the following 
places which handle complaints against charter 
operators:

1979 

(Facilities Exemption Certificate - Republic Die & Tool) 

46425 Tyler Rd. Belleville, Michigan 

Meeting called to order by Clerk Craven at 7:04 p.m. 

Roll Call: Present: Clerk Craven, Treasurer York, Trustees Maton, Hall, 
and Welty. Absent: Supervisor Cullin and Trustee Domen. Also present, 
Engineers Levine and Wilhelmi and Secretary Dudick. Approximately 10 
interested citizens attended. 

Clerk Craven explained the reason for this hearing is to receive public input 
regarding a Facilities Exemption Certificate for Republic Die & Tool. The 
request is being made to facilitate, economically, the expansion of the plant 
for a stamping operation. The present parking lot will be the site of a new 
addition. 

Emily McClendon, Township Community Developer, stated that the Board 
will be asked to decide at the next regular meeting whether to grant a partial 
tax abatement for a period of from 1 to 12 years. Expansion of the present 
facility will lead to new jobs in the community. 

Should the partial allotment be granted the request will be forwarded to the 
Michigan State Tax Commission for final approval. The Tax Commission 
has the option of denying the request but usually they go along with the 
recommendations of local governing units. 

Trustee Hall asked Clint Baer, representing Republic Die & Tool, the 
number of jobs this expansion would create. Mr. Baer stated that 25 new 
employees would be needed for the first line but in the future, upon com- 
pletion of the total planned expansion ( 12 lines) a possibility of 150 total jobs 
existed. 

Clerk Craven asked if anyone in the audience would like to speak in op- 
position to the granting of this exemption. No one asked to speak. 

Ivan Misner, representing property owners to the east and adjacent to the 
property, asked if a stamping operation of this nature would disinterest 
others in the area from developing property in the area, and would the noise 
from such an operation be of a nature to disturb or disrupt current residents. 
Emily McClendon answered Mr. Misner indicating that the northern area of 
the Township is basically where most of the Industrial Development for the 
Township is planned. The noise factor was discussed with Mr. Baer at the 
onset of this request and assurance was received by Emily that there would 
not be any increase in noise or problems to the present residents. 

Mr. Baer added that OSHA has tested the noise level inside the plant and no 
one has ever complained about the plants present stamping operation. He 
forsees no increase in noise level. 

Upon inquiry from Trustee Welty as to the hiring of Van Buren residents Mr 
Baer stated they have always preferred local residents for employment 
Mr. Misner and the local residents indicated interest in viewing the plans for 
the addition. 

Mr. Baer stated they will be available in November and will conform to all 
Township Codes. Based on Republics past history, Mr. Baer expects the new 
addition to be an attractive structure and as asset to the area 
Engineer Wilhelmi, in response to a question from Treasurer York, in- 
dicated that at present there are no drainage problems in the area When the 
site plans are available the engineers will review them for any possible 
future problems that might arise. 

Hearing no further questions or comments from the audience or the Board, 
Clerk Craven closed the meeting at 7; 29 p.m

Additionally, cotton is slow in 
drying out because of its total absorbtion of 
moisture To the outdoor enthusiast who must 
depend on his clothing for warmth, the choice of 
what type of clothing to wear is critical 


Alternative < D ) is erroneous in its claim that 
the type of clothing is not important Wool is the 
preferable fabric, but must also be properly cut 
in order to provide freedom of movement and 
insulation value 

It is also good to note that w hile wool garments 
are warm when wet, the loose weave of the 
fabric is not a good windstopper. So, a good 
w indbreaker is advisable as an outer garment in 
order to minimize loss of body heat trapped in 
the wool weave.

Citizens must pay 


for council mistake 


How soon they forget! 

The Romulus City Council once again held a closed session, this 
one for the purpose of ending a pending law suit against the city 
for holding a closed session. 

How appropriate. 

Late last year, the Romulus council decided to meet in closed 
session to discuss union representation for city employees. But 
the meeting was not properly announced and violated provisions 
of the states ‘Open Meeting Act.’ Additionally, council decided 
to discuss other matters at the closed session, matters properly 
discussed at a public meeting only. 

While that meeting was closed and unannounced, council did 
tape a portion of it and a local businessman, Mr. Ed Rush, ob- 
tained a copy of that tape, and filed suit in Circuit Court, to 
compel council to comply with law. 

Much like the defendants in the ‘Watergate’ cover-up, the 
Romulus council decided to ‘tough it out,’ rather than simply 
concede that a mistake had been made. And now a bad situation 
has become a horrible situation that has and will cost Romulus 
taxpayers more than $5,000. 

Apparently following the leadership of Jimmy Raspberry and 
Ray Cantrell who were intent on preserving their credibility, 
council rejected attempts to end the litigation by paying the legal 
expenses for the man who initiated the suit. 

Well finally, another closed session was held, apparently 
legally this time, and council voted to end the suit. 

That decision came too late,, offered too little compensation to 
the citizens of Romulus, and cost those same citizens far too 
much. 

We think it is time for the elected officials of Romulus to realize 
that the citizens of Romulus are the boss. Council’s job is to get 
the job done, and get it done for the least number of dollars. 

We would hope that both the council and the public has learned 
something from this episode. 

Council should have learned that the city’s funds are not there 
to be used for political purposes such as preserving the shaky 
credibility ot some members who would place their own interests 
before the public’s. 

The public should have learned that government is only as good 
as the people who they elect to represent them. 

But council should not be judged on the basis of the mistake 
they made, but rather on how hard they worked to try and avoid 
admitting the mistake. 

And Mr. Ed Rush, citizen of Romulus, should be lauded for his 
efforts to ensure that public officials remain accountable to the 
citizens who elect them. 

Democracy will survive the occasional mistakes of its elected 
officials, but it can not survive without people who would make 
officials answer for those mistakes.

Another Strawberry Festival has gone into the history books. 
The latest, proved again to be an attraction which brought many 
visitors into the Belleville-Van Buren area. 

While it is always a pleasure to partake of the pleasant com- 
pany, food, fun, and excitement , the Festival provides far more 
than just that.

Compensation task force created

After experiencing many failures in the past 
few years in our efforts to reform Michigan’s 
troubled workers’ disability compensation 
system, I can report that there is reason to be 
guardedly optimistic about a new attempt now 
underway. 

A newly established workers’ compensation 
reform task force has begun meeting and we 
hope to be able to recommend a reform bill to the 
Legislature later this year. 

There is no doubt that the workers’ com- 
pensation system needs a complete overhaul. 
Although the system costs businesses and 
estimated $1 billion annually, the maximum 
benefits paid under the system are below those 
paid in many other industrial states. Thus, the 
system is unfair to both workers and businesses. 

The failure of our previous efforts to achieve 
reform can be attributed mainly to the lack of 
much needed facts and figures. We need ac- 
curate statistics regarding total system costs so 
that we will be able to propose an equitable 
reform bill. Without reliable statistical data, 
various groups can make claims about the likely 
results of proposed legislation which cannot be 
proved nor disproved. 


As Chairman of the Senate Labor Committee, I 
have worked hard in past efforts to bring about a 
reform of the workers’ compensation system. 
Now, as a Co-chairman of the new task force, I 
am asking that all those who participate in this 
endeavor bring with them factual information. 

All the interest groups participating, including 
those representing labor and business, also will 
have to be willing to cooperate and compromise. 
We have heard a great deal of inflamatory 
rhetoric in the past, and while it may have 
sounded impressive, it has not produced the 
reform we so badly need. 

Also serving as Co-chairmen of this new task 
force are State Representative Perry Bullard, 
Chairman of the House Labor Committee, and C. 
Patrick Babcock, State Labor Director. William 
McLaughlin, Director of the State Commerce 
Department, is a member of the task force and 
the Michigan AFL-CIO, the United Auto Workers 
(UAW), the Michigan State Chamber of Com- 
merce and the Michigan Manufacturers 
Association have been invited to participate. 

I am hopeful that we will be able to identify 
priorities, from the viewpoints of both business 


and labor, and then use accurate data to work for 
balanced reform legislation. 

I also am optimistic that the Governor will be 
willing to become personally involved in this new 
effort to achieve reform. 

Earlier this year the Governor delivered a 
special message to the Legislature asking us to 
undertake a new effort to overhaul and reform 
the workers’ compensation system 

TTie legislative leaders in both the House and 
Senate have indicated their willingness to 
cooperate in a new reform initiative But a task 
for this magnitude also requires the personal 
involvement of the Governor in addition to the 
participation of his designated department 
heads. 

We have a great deal of work ahead of us in the 
weeks ahead and the issue is admittedly a 
controversial one. 

But if we are to continue to attract new jobs to 
this state, preserve the ones already here and 
provide equitable compensation for disabled 
workers, then we must make this new effort to 
achieve reform a successful one.

My son, an energetic 6 year old will not be hurried. When We have to go somewhere he 
is always the last to be ready, still looking for his shoes when we have our coats on. Even 
his teacher says he is a good boy, but slow to do what he is told ( like cleaning up or get- 
ting ready to go outside) . How do you speed him up? 

Frustrated Parent 

Dear Parent, 

It sounds as if your six year old is making an attempt to control his environment. It is 
very common for children when they first begin school and find most of their acts, 
thoughts and behaviors controlled, to make some attempt to exert their own controls. 

Think of how frustrating it would be to have most movements controlled from the time 
you get up - brush your teeth, get dressed, sit down, stand up, walk in single file, time to 
eat, time to play, time to sleep. 

It is no wonder they make some attempt to have some say without open confrontation, 
which is immediately punished. 

However, since this kind of behavior is so frustrating for you, why don’t you start him 
twenty minutes earlier than everyone else. See if there are other areas in his life you can 
open up for him to control, such as giving him choices, i.e. clothing, lunches, some 
television, etc. If he feels he has some control, he may drop the lagging behind control. 

Dear Carol, 

Having had almost three years of therapy, many of my friends ask me “How can I tell 
if I need therapy?" My answer is usually that almost anyone can benefit from therapy ; 
however, those who “need" it, are people who frequently feel guilty over their behavior 
and-or who frequently have feelings of not wanting or being able to cope with their every 
day situations. 

How would you answer this question? 

Needs Reassurance 

Dear Needs Reassurance. 

Your answer is probably right-on for a good many people seeking therapy. However, 
the reasons for seeking therapy are as multifaceted as the people who seek it. Feelings of 
guilt, anxiety, inadequacy, insecurity, anger, tensions at home and work, all contribute 
to bring people into therapy. 

Many years ago people thought the only ones who went into therapy were “crazy." But 
society has slowly and painfully begun to recognize that people sometimes do need a 
little extra help in a hectic and rapidly changing world. So, as you say, probably anyone 
who feels they would like someone to talk to would benefit. 

Truthfully, people seldom ask me this anymore because they are afraid I will get on 
my soapbox and discuss this for at least an hour. 

Dear Carol. 

When she was 14 my daughter came down with ulcerative colitis. Now she is 23 and 
living with the chronic disease by taking her medication faithfully, but she has a relapse 
whenever she pushes herself and gets overtired and over-tense. 

She lives alone in the same town I do but resists my offers to bring her food or drive her 
places, preferring to be independent. What’s a mother to do?

Dear Mama, 

If your daughter is 23 and living alone and taking care of herself, and has a desire to be 
independent, then by all means give her the space to do so. One of the most important 
things for someone with ulcerative colitis or anyone else for that matter, is a sense of self 
dignity and the ability to care for oneself. Any interference with this process would only 
be more tension producing. So, just sit back and congratulate her on her efforts. 

Dear Carol, 

My wife and I spend all our time arguing over small things. She wants me to go with 
her to marriage counseling so the counselor can tell me off. I really care about our 
marriage, but that kind of counseling doesn’t sound right, Is that really the way it is? 

Just Asking 

Dear Just Asking. 

No. Marriage counseling is not where someone is dragged in to be told off. It is a 
process whereby a relationship is explored and communication between two people 
facilitated. Many counselors have been successful in helping people improve marital 
relationships and at times recognize the necessity for termination. It is designed to help 
both individuals improve functioning not just to help one at the expense of the other. 

However, it is important to get in touch with a qualified marriage counselor. Marriage 
counselors in Michigan are licensed by the state. To find licensed marriage counselors 
contact the Michigan Association of Marriage Counselors at 644-2984.

Oil company executives openly 
acknowledge that the public doesn’t 
believe them about fuel shortages. 

Consumers are angered by rising prices. 
The Carter Administration has moved 
back and forth with uncertain direction on 
the energy issue, alternately attacking 
Congress, consumers, and the oil industry. 
Congress has refused to deal with the 
energy problem in any serious way. And 
the newly-formed Department of Energy 
completed its first year behind “closed 
doors." 

The DOE leads all federal agencies in 
the number of freedom of information 
requests it denies. 

Sixty percent of all requests for in- 
formation the DOE received in its first 
year of operation were partially or fully 
denied, according to a recent Common 
Cause study. Seventy-five percent of those 
denials that were appealed were reversed 
at least to some extent. 

If a judge’s decisions were reversed 
three-quarters of the time, that judge 
would be viewed as being ignorant of the 
law. The Energy Department is plainly 
flouting the freedom of information law. 

DOE has other bad secret habits. It 
withholds from the public almost three- 
quarters of the raw data it collects from 
energy reports. 

Some special interests do get inside 
access to information that is refused the 
public. 

In a recent investigation of the Energy 
Department, the newly created in- 
dependent Inspector General (IG ) — the 
DOE office that blows that whistle on 
department fraud and abuse— found that 
the Energy Department provided con- 
fidential information to an oil industry 


trade association lobbyist before releasing 
this information to the public. 

The IG concluded that the Energy 
Department had “maintained a double 
standard of access to informaion” that 
favored the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. 

President Carter and the Congress ought 
to take the IG report seriously by insisting 
on adequate staff for the Inspector 
General so that the large scale fraud and 
abuse that the IG says is “now undetected, 
unprevented, and unpunished” stops 
immediately. 

How can policies be sensibly evaluated 
or issues fairly discussed tf vital in- 
formation is locked up or oil and gas in- 
terests get favored treatment by the 
Department? 

How do we reduce our growing depen- 
dence on foreign oil imports, increase our 
supplies, accept conservation practices 
and develop alternative energy resources? 

How do we muster the kind of public 
support and national commitment 
required to give serious solutions a 
chance? 

The answers are not easy. 

But one thing is certain. The Depart- 
ment of Energy must end its pro-secrecy 
policy. What cannot be done ad- 
ministratively should be done by 
Congressional action. 

Whether it is crude oil stocks, uranium 
resources, or other matters, the public, 
Congress and other sectors of the federal 
government have a right to know what is 
behind the information and to make sure 
fraud is stopped. 

Americans are historically selfless in 
times of crisis. But no one is going to 
sacrifice in ignorance.

Henry has

Q. If you were a newly hired coach would you prefer to replace 
someone who had built up a winning tradition or someone who had 
left a program in shambles? 

Dan Henry, who has the dubious honor of following Gordie 
Davis’s act at Westland John Glenn, was on the answering line. 

“It’s a tough questoin, really,” Henry said. “In both incidents the 
coach has a challenge, but I think I like the one I inherited.” 

The 26-year-old Henry was 
named this week to replace 
Davis, who resigned recently to 
devote more time to his family. 
Davis’s basketball teams, 
traditionally strong and win- 
ners of the last three Northwest 
Suburban Conference cham- 
pionships. have left an indelible 
mark in the area. 

Henry has the responsibility 
to perpetuate that image. 

An assistant coach for the 
past two years, Henry knows 
basketball. It has been a part of 
his life “as far back as I can 
remember,” he says. He played 
for Riverview in the old Mid- 
Wayne Conference league and 
was an all-conference guard. He 
graduated from Eastern 
Michigan University and began 
his coaching career at 
Stevenson Junior High. Married 
to Cheryl, the couple has three 
small children - Joshua, Jacob 
and ‘Bo’ Travis. 

“I’ve had the junior varsity here at the high school for the past 
two years.” Henry says, “so I know what we're up against. We had 
a pretty good, if not darn good junior varsity year last season. Our 
kids had a 14-5 over-all record.” 

Glenn thrived on guard Daran Armstrong’s acute ability to find 
the free man and pass to him in all sorts of situations. But Arm- 
strong won’t be around to toss in those key buckets next year. 

“Yes, we’re definitely going to be hurting without him next 
year,” Henry said. “And we also lost Ralph McKenzie, Tim Ruark, 
Brad Jennings and a lot of other excellent players.

“We began our clinics on June 18 and they’ll run until July 12,” 
Henry stressed. “We’re inviting kids from the seventh to the 12th 
grades to participate, and we’re meeting at Glenn Monday through 
Friday beginning at 8 a.m.” 

Henry has been an understudy of two excellent coaches - Jim 
Schultz, the ex-Dearborn Divine Child cage strategist and then 
Davis. Schultz definitely was the kind who liked to slow down the 
game and work for the percentage shot, while Davis’s credo was 
more of the ‘one-who-governs-less-governs-best’ philosophy - that’s 
my point of view which, of course I could be wrong, Shana. 

What can area coaches expect from Henry’s varsity teams? 

“I’m seeking sort of a median between what Gordie taught me 
and what I learned at Divine Child,” Henry said. “There’s so much 
to this game - 1 think that’s what makes it so appealing to the fans - 
that you really have to prepare for just about everything in order to 
survive.” 

It sounds just like another game I know, Dan. It’s called life.
